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Gentlemen

Thus 1s to request an advisory opinion regarding the status of the National Commuttee of
the U.S Taxpayers Party (the "Commuttee") as a national commuttee of a political party under
the Federal Elechon Campaign Act We also seek expedited treatment of this advisory opinion
request, as further discussed below

The Commuttee was formed at a national convention on September 4 and 5, 1992 n
New Orleans, Louisiana, which established the U S Taxpayers Party (the *Party”). The minutes
of the convention are enclosed as Exhibit "A" There were 139 delegates 1n attendance,
representing 36 states and the District of Columbia At the convention, a Party candidate was
nominated for President of the United States, as were candidates for Vice Presideat In addition,
a Constitution for the Party was ratified (Extubit "B°). Bylaws of the Commuttee were approved
(Exhubit "C*), and Party Platform was adopted (Extubit "D")

The Committee has since established its headquarters 1n Vienna, Virgima

The Presidential candidate, Howard Phllips, was qualified and appeared on the baliot in
21 states (Exhubit "E”). There were also Party candidates runming for other elective offices in
five states (Exiubit "F"). The Party itself has recognized state affiliate organizations 1n 31 states
There were ten states in which Howard Phulips was the nominee 1n 1992 of a ballot qualified
party affihated with U S Taxpayers Party.
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However, the Commuttee 1s dedicated to more than just the nomination of candidates, as
witnessed by the wide range of goals expressed in the Party Plattorm In furtherance of these
ambitious pursuits, the Commuittee, at its most recent meeting on December 12, 1992, adopted
the following resolution

(1) That the U S Taxpayers Party national leadership designate a
media coordinator to propose and implement a national strategic
plan regarding media and report thereon at the next meeting of the
National Commuttee, (2) that matenals be produced and made
available to state party orgamizations for purchase and distribution,
and, (3) that state parties be encouraged to appoint state media
coordinators and develop state media strategies before the next
National Committee meeting

Pursuant to this resolution, and 1n accordance with Article V of the Party’s Constitution wiich
requires the Commuttee to conduct the business of the Party, the Commuttee will seek to engage
1s a major advocacy effort promoting the positions and ideals set forth 1n the Party Platform.
Such efforts will ultimately manifest themselves in the holding of public forums to educate voters
on 1ssues of particular importance to the Party, and in the Party’s united support of ballot
measures advancing the Platform Further, the Committee recognizes the importance of
mvolvement 1n the democratic election process and, to this end, will aggressively work to
educate the public as to the process and, the importance of voting, and will conduct voting
registration drives

Indeed, such efforts at 1ssue education and issue advocacy are mandated by the Bylaws
of the Commuttee Section II of these Bylaws states that the purpose of the commuttee "are those
set forth 1n the Constitution of the U S Taxpayers Party " These purposes, stated 1n Article II
of that Constitution, expressly include, 1n addition to nonunation and election of candidates,
"voter education” and the promotion of "allegiance to the principles and objectives of the
Declaration of Independence and the Constitution of the United States of America and the Bill
of Rights as conceived and set forth by our Founding Fathers 1n their establishment of our
Republic *

The Commuttee glso plans to form a "shadow government” by namung individuals to
postions murroring those in the U.S government These persons will serve as official
spokesmen for the Party on national i1ssues

The Commuttee requests expedited treatment of this advisory opinion request. The basis
for such treatment 1s that the Commuttee wishes to obtain donations from mdividuals who are still
ehgible to contnbute 1n 1992

The report of the Rules Commuttee was given by acting chairman Ted Adams of South
Carolina, who read the proposed Rules for the Convention and moved their adoption, the motion
was seconded and passed unantmously.

ARTICLE I.  NAME

The national name of thig political party is the U.S. Taxpayers
Party (USTP), but a member state party may elect a different name for

use within its state pursuant to the laws of the state or the const:-
tution and bylaws of the state party.

ARTICLE 1I. PURPOSES

The purposes for which the USTP 1s organized are:

(1) To provide a national vehicie through which the menber state
parties may fully participate 1n the national election process,

including the nomanation 2f national candidates and the adoption
of national platforms.

(2) To promote by all lawful and truthful means the election of
Presidential and Vice Presidential candidates nominated by the

U.S. Taxpayers Party and to conduct and coordinate campaigns 1in
their behalf.

(3) To provide services to member state parties, at their request,
including assistance in ballot qualification, voter education,
organization, and communication.

(4) To promote allegiance to the principies and objectives of the
Declaration of Independence and the Constitution of the United
States of America and the Bill of Rights as conceived and set

forth by our Founding Fathers in their establishment of our
Republaic.

ARTICLE III. MEMBERSHIP

Membership in the USTP shall be lim.ted to one political pare, cr
organization from each state and the D.istrict of Columbaa.

Nothing in this Constitution or the bylaws of the USTP shaili
confer upon the national party any authority to direct the internal
affairs of any member state party.

ARTICLE IV. NATIONAL CONVENTION

In each year in which & President of the United States is to be

elected, the USTP shall hold a national nominating convention for the
purposes of:



(1) Nominating candidates for President and Vice President wno will
agree to adhere to the platform adopted by the USTE;

(2 Adopting & national platform for the party; and
(3) Transaction of any other appropriate business.

Rules-pertaining to the call anrd organization of the National
Cconvention shall be adopted by the National Committee or its executive
committee.

The National Convention is recognized as the highest authority an
the national party and actions taxen thereat can be amended or re-
petaled only at a Naticnal Convention.

ARTICLE V. NATIONAL COMMITTEE

Batween National Conventions, the business of the USTP shall be
conducted by a National Committae consisting Of the qualified repre-
sentatives of the member state parties and organizations. The
officers, duties, time and place of meetings, and rules and procedures
of the National Committee shall be set forth in its bylaws. The

Nartional Coammittea is autherized to f£1ll anvy vacancy resulting fronm
the death, disability, or resignation of the USTP nominee for Presi-

dent or Vice-President.

ARTICLE VI. AMENDMENTS

Amendments to this Constitution may be adopted by a majority vote
at any National Convention, or by a two-thirds vote of the maembers
present at any regular or special meeting of the National Committee
provided that the amendment be stated in the call for the meet.ng.

The name of this orgarizat:ior 18 the Natjional Committee Of the
U.S. Taxpayers Party.

SECTION IXI. PURPOSES

SECTION III. MEMBERSHIP AND REPRESENTATION

Membership in the National Committee 1S lirited to one political
party or organization from each state and the District of Columbaia.

A. Representation on the U.S. Taxpayers Party National Committee
shall be as follows:

i. Each state organizatior recognized as affiliated with the
U.S. Taxpayers Party by the chairman of the Credentials
Committee shall have two (2) votes on the USTP National
Committee. It will have three (3) additional votes on the
National Committee 1f 1t has achieved in the currert or
most recent President.al electicn ballot gqualification fer
a USTP-affiliated Presidential candidate, eithe:r as an
independent or on tne party line.

i1. Each ballot qualified state will be entitled to one addi-
tional vote for every twenty votes or fraction thereof
which the state is assigned in the Electoral College.

iii. During 1992, each state organization will be assigned an
additional vote or the National Committee if it has con-
tributed a minimum of $2,000 to TAXPAYERS for Phillips, the
principal campaign committee of the Presidential candidate
whose campaign haa served as a vehicle for organizing the
U.S. Taxpayers Party. In subsequent years, a payment of
$2,000.to the USTP wiil qualify a state organization for an
additional representat.ve on the USTP Naticnal Committee.

iv. Each member of the USTP National Committee, chosen in a
manner to be deterained by the state organization which he
or she represents, shall have one (1) vote of equal value
with all other members of the committee. All votes on the
USTP National Committee must be cast in person---no proxies
will be authorized or counted except for purposes of estab-
lishing a quorun.

Subsequent to the adjournmant of the 1992 New Orleans
convention, the Nstional Committee shall be the )judge of
1ts own membership witn aJthority to recognize or withdraw
recognition from state party organizations.

Meetings of the Nat:onal Committee shall occur at least

The method used by a state party or organization in selecting its
reprasentatives shall be that presacribed by the election laws of the
state, where applicable, or by the ccnstitution or bylaws of the state
party or oraanization.

He shall have the authority to recognize the duly estab-
lished leadership of that party in each of the 50 states
and the District of -“olumbia, which has identified itself
with the national U...

Party organizations in each of the S0 states and the Dis-
trict of Columbia shall be entitled to a represantative on
the Credentials Committee, to be chosen by the chairman of
the recognized U.S. Taxpayers Party affiliate.

No later than September 3, 1992, each USTP affiljiated
parti'l state chairman shall submit to the Credentials
Committee chairman (either at 450 Maple Avenue East, Vien-
na, VA 22180, or, after September 1, c/0 New Orleans
Hilton Hotel, Poydras at the Mississippi River, New Or-
leans, LA 70140) the names and addresses ¢f all persons
from his or her state assigned to be convention delegates,
convention alternates, Credentials Committee representa-
tive, Rules Committee representative, Platform Committee
representatives, and members of the U.S. Taxpayers Party
National Comnittes.

Each liet submitted shall be countersigned by the aecretary
of the ‘state party organization. This provision may be
waived at the discretion of the chairman of the Cradentials
Committee. The most recent list so filed shall be presumed
to express the intent of the state party.

After September 3, 1992, vacancies may be filled at the
discretion of the acting chairman of the Credentials Com-
nittee.

After November 3, 1992, there shall be a Credentials Commicttee

appeinted by the chairman of the Natioral Conrittee Which shall {n-
clude, but not be limited to one representative of each ballot-
qualified member state party. The Credentials Committea shall review
and make recommendations t> the National Committee on all matters
pertaining to the credentials of menmbers and their representatives.
The National Committee may accept, modify, or reject the recommenda-
tions of the Credentials Committee.

Prior to each National Committee meez:ng, easn state political
party or drganization shall file with the Credentials Committee a ligt
of its representatives and alternates, signed by the chairman and
secretary of the member party or organization. The moet recent list
so filed shall bae presumed to express the intent of the state party or
organization.

A state political party or organization not previously affiliated
with the National Committee may apply for membership by filing with
the Credentials Committee an application signed by the chairman and
secretary of the state party or organization, along with such other
information as the Credentials Committee may request.

SECTION IV. MEETINGS

The National Committee shall hold at least two regular meetings
each year, and such special neetings as may be required.

Special meetings may de called ry the chairman, or by aztion of
the majority of the members of the executive committee, or by a
petition signed by a majority of the representatives of record of a
majority of the member state polit.cal parties and organjizations.

Notice of all meetings shall be given in writing to all represen-
tatives of record at least 14 days prior to such meetings. The order
of business shall be state in the call.

A quorum for conduct of business shall be at least one represen-
tative, credentialed by the state party or organization, from a
majority of the member state parties and organizations.

Meetings of the National Committee shall be governed by Robert’s
Rules of Order except that the Const:tution of the U.S. Taxpayers
Party, these bylaws, or any special rules adopted by the National
Committee shall take precedence ir the event of conflict with Robert’s
Rules.

Each representative of a member political party or organizaticn
shall be entitled €0 one vote in all National Committee meetings, and
a state party may appoint an alternate to cast his vote, but no person
may cast more than one vote, and no votes shall be cast by Froxy. In
the absence of state rules to the contrary, a representative may
appoint his own alternate.

The National Committee ray hold executive sessions when the
interest of the party 80 requires

SECTION V. OFFICERS

The officers of the Naticral Committee shall be elected at a
National Committee meet:ng lreld i1n conjunction with the National
Convention, and shall serve for a term of four years commencing on the
first day of January following the presidential election, except that
officers chosen at the initial reeting of the USTP National Committee
shall take office immediately.

The officers shall be:

National Vice Chairman

Four Area Chairmen and four Area Co-Chairmen representing the
geographic areas of the naticn, except that each area chairman and co-
chairman must represent a different state, as follows:

A. An Area Chairman and Co-Chairman for the Western States of
Alaska, Arizona, California, Colorade, Hawaii, Idaho, Montana,
Nevada, New Mexico, Oregon, Utah, Washington, and Wyomang.

B. An Area Chairman and Co-Chairman for the Midwestern States of
Illinoas, Indiana, Iowa, Kansas, Michigan, Minneaota, Missou-
ri, Nebraska, North Dakota, Ohio, South Dakota, and Wisconsin

C. An Area Chairman and Co-Chairman for the Southern States of
Alabama, Arkansas, Florida, Georgia, Kentucky, Louisiana,
Mississippl, North Carclina, Oklahoma, South Carolina, Tennes-
see, Texas, and Varginia.

D. An Ared Chairman and Co-Chairmar. for the Exstern States of

The four Area Chairmen and four Area Co-Chairmen representing
geographic areas of the nation shali be elected by caucus including
enly the states wathin the affected geographic area, with one vote to
be cast by the credentiale” represerntatives of each state.

In the event that a vacancy occurs in the office of National
Chairman, the National Vice Chairman shall succeed to that office for

the remainder of the term.

In the event that a vacancy occurs 1n any other office, the
chairman may appoint a qual.fied parson to fill the vacancy for the
rerainder of the term, but all such appointments must be confirmed by
vote of the National Committee

Removal of any officer may be considered ipon presentation of a
petition setting forth in detail the reasons for seeking such removal,
and signed by a madority of tne representatives of reccrd of one-thard
¢f the state political parties and organizations comprising the
Nataonal Committaee. The petition may be presented at any regular or
special meeting of the National Committee provided that notice 18
provided 14 days in advance cf the meeting. Removal shall be by
najority of those representatives prasent and voting at any meeting at
which a Quorur is present.

SECTION VI. DUTIES CF OFFICERS

The chairman shall be the chief administrative off.cer of the
National Committee. He shall admin.ster the affairs ©of the National
Committee tetween meetings of the National Committee Oor its executive
committee; establish an office and communications for the National
Committee; appoint the members of all committees; appoint an assistant
sacretary and legal counsel for the National Committee; preside at all
meetings of the National Committee and the executive committee; and
employ such personnel as may oe authorized by the Natiocnal Committee
or aexecutive committes.

The National Vice Chairrman shall preside at meetings in the
absence of the chairman, and shall perform the other duties of the
chairman in his absence or incapacity.

The Western, Midvestern, Southern, and Eastern Area Chairmen and
Co-Chajirmen shall represent the National Committee in their respect.ve
areas. Each Area Chairman shall have have authority to call official
meetings wathin has jurisdicticr to further the effectiveness and
purposes of the party.

The Secretary shall keep the minutes of all meetings of the
National Committee and the executive committes.

The Treasurer shall account for all funds received and expended
by the National Committee. Pursuant to action of the National Commit-
tee or the executive committee, the Treasurer shall maka availabie to
the chairman or liis designated operatives such funds as may be re-
quired for the operating expenses of the National Committee, to ke
replenished upon presentaticn by the chairman of valid receipts for
the funds expended, and provided funds are available in the Natiocral
Committee treasury.

The Parliamentarian snhall advisaea on points of order at meetings
of the National Committee and executive committee.



SECTION VII. EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE

The executive committee of the National Committee shall cons:ist
of the officers electad pursuant to these bylaws, as well as all
current and past President:ial and Vice Presidential nomineaes of the
U.S. Taxpayers Party (each of whom snall also be members of the USTP
National Committee).

The chairman of the National Committee may, in addition, appoint
no more than five addationali nembers of the executive committee from
among the members of the USTP Naticnal Committee, but such appoint-
nents shall not be effective until they are approved by vote of the
National Committee.

The executive committee may transact the business of the Nationa.
Committee between meetings of the National Committee, may authorize
expendituraes and contract for services 1n the name of the National
Committee, but its acticns shall ke subject to review by the National
Committes.

SECTION VIII. FINANCIAL SUPPORT

The National Committee is authorized to conduct fund-raising
activities in support of its program and operations.

SECTION IX. NATIONAL CONVENTION

The National Committee shall, in each presidential election year,
call a National Convention of the member state political parties and
organizations for the purpose of nominating presidential and vice
presidential candidatas, adoptirg a national platform, and transacting
any other appropriate business. The Naticnal Committee or the execu-
tive committee shall by resoluticn establish the number of delegates
to the National Convention for each state, and the fees required for
participation in the National Convention.

Nunmber of voting delegates allowaed per state.

A. Each state will be allowed twec (2) voting delegates, representing
the number of Senators each state is allowed under the U.S.

Constitution.

B. In addition, each state party recognized as an affiliate of the
U.S. Taxpayers Party which has achieved ballot qualificataion,
either as a-party or for an independent Presidential candidate
endorsed by it, shall, upon presentation of evidence of such
certification to the chairman of the Credentials Committee, be
assigned additional delegate votes equivalent to the number of
congressional districts in the state.

c. For the 1992 conventian only, sach state which has attempted
ballot qualification hut fallen short will be entitled to a
number of delagates equivalent tc two-thirds of the congressiora.
